Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 14-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-9 (14-18 previously indicated allowable): there is no prior art of record that 
teaches all the limitations of claim 1 particularly performing a heat treatment to said 
resin layer to form random wrinkles of micro-grooves in said surface portion, said 
random wrinkles of micro-grooves having ridges of a curved continuous pattern.
